GOULD ABSORB 
20,000 MEN IN 
WESTERN CANADA 


All Attempts to Securee Unskilled 
Workers Prove Unavailing. 


“That the west alone could absorb 
at least 20,000 men for ‘railway con- 
struction, farm work and mining, 
was the statement made by Grant 
Hall, vice-president of the C.P.R.,"in 
the course of an interview with a rep- 
resentative of The Calgary Herald, 
Tuesday morning. D. C. Coleman, 
vice-president of western lines, who 
was also- present, confirmed this 
great shortages. They stated that 
there was a soarcity of unskilled lab- 
or in the east also, but hot to the same 
extent as Western Canada. 

Mr. Coleman stated that it was 
not a question of. wages at all. If 
pick and shovel labor could be found 
the C.P.R. could profitably spend five 
or six million dollars in extensions 
and betterments on its western lines, 
but the difficulty was to get this class 
of labor. Italians and others who in 
past years were principally engaged, 
were no longer available, thousands 
of them having left for their native 
land. 

In reply to a question, the news- 
paperman was informed that al- 
though efforts had been made to se- 
cure some portion at any rate of this 
labor that all attempts had been 
quite unavailing. 

The Ogden shops were inspected 
Tuesday morning by Mr. Grant Hall 
and Mr. Coleman, and they reported 
that they found everything there in 
very good condition. 

Business generally at the coast, 
they said, was excellent. These offi 
cials are returning east Tuesday after- 
noon.

NEWS WEEKLY SERMON 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong 


“t am crucified with Christ, never- 
theless | live; yet, not I, but Christ, 
liveth in me; and the life which ! 
now live in the flesh | live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me.”—Galatians 
2, 20. : 

“1 am crucified with Christ; never- 
theless ! live.” 


We live in deeds, not jn words. We 
measure life, not by its duration, but 
by its intensity. Not how long, but 
how much, is the question that is 
asked of every life. We measure 
words and thoughts by the truth 
that they may contain. We measure 
the messages of men by the _ truth 
which they have uttered. We marvel 
as we think of the ability of the 
great Apostle to sum up all human 
experience in the one glorious symbol 
—the cross of Jesus Christ. We have 
found as we have passed through life 
that the cross of Jesus Christ is the 
key which unlocks all life’s mysteries. 
The key wherekty we solve: thé prob: 


lem of sin, of suffering, of pain, the: 


key to life’s deepest experiences. 

The cross of Jesus Christ. Let us 
recall the life of Jesus today. It is 
familiar to us, but let us have our 
minds thrilled again by the thought 
of that life. Let us ask ourselves: 
What did it mean for Jesus Christ 
to be crucified? Was it the suffer- 
ings of the moment only? Was it a 
physical experience only, or is all his 
life expressed in that last act of self 
surrender? We find the boy Jesus 
in the temple asking the question of 
his parents, “Wist ye not that I must 
be about my Father’s business?” We 
find the man Christ Jesus.in the des- 
ert true to his spiritual ideas; true 
to the worship of God, his Father; 
true to the principles of righteousness. 
Unmoved by the testing of tempta- 
tion, we find the man Christ Jesus 
going through a season of popularity, 
when the crowd thronged about him 
to make him a King, and the multi- 
tude would take him by force and 
compel him to accept a position which 
he could not accept and be true to the 
mission of his life. In the hour of 
popularity there is one voice that 
Jesus Christ hears above the voices 
of the multitude—the voice of God fh 
his life. When friends have forsak- 
en him, when gradually he is becom- 
ing alone in the world—in the hour of 
adversity there is no shrinking from 
that principle of perfect obedience. 
We see him going his way down into 
the shadows of Gethsemane; down in- 
to that great conflict of his life; down 
into that trial which has caused men 
the greatest comfort; down into that 
experience which has gathered about 
it the halo of the ages. Down into 
the Gethsemane garden the Son of 
Man goes—the cross ‘before him; suf- 
fering tefore him; shame and anguish 
before him. But, unmoved, undaunt- 
ed, he repeats the prayer from his 
breaking heart, “Thy will be done.” 
Calvary is the expression, the  out- 
ward expression of that inner prin- 
ciple of perfect obedience to the law 
of God. It is the great testing time 
of his life; that which gives value to 
all the rest. He feels that it is worth 
while to drink the cup to its dregs 
if by so doing the world may be 
lifted nearer to God. It is worth 
while to stand alone and face a frown- 
ing world if by so doing humanity shall 
be made free. This crucifixion is the 
sacrifice of the strong for tne weak; 
the sacrifice of the just for the un- 
just; the sacrifice ci God for human- 
ity; the vol:.ary surrender on the 
part cf a great soul to the diyina 

tw of justice and of love; the mani- 
festation of absolute loyalty to the 
truth. 

Is the experience of Jesus Christ 
unique? Is it an experience into 
which you and I may not enter? Does 
he stand alone in the conflict, or is 
there a place for you and for me 
in this great struggle—the struggle 
of humanity toward God? As I repeat 
the words of Paul today we are led 
to believe that the crucifixion of Christ 
is an experience of all the ages. As 
[ examine the life of St. Paul I am 
convinced that it is not an experience 
of the moment which-he is recording ‘ 
but the history of a life. Time was 
when the great apostle sought to 
serve God blindly. Time was when 
he deemed it his duty to persecute the 
followers of the Nazarene. But a 
closer study, followed by a_ great 
spiritual conflict; had brought him to 
see and to understand the love of 
Jesus. Then he realised that the life 
Jesus was leading was.a life that will 
stand all through the ages; that the 
principles which found expression in 
the. life of Jesus Christ are the prin- 
ciples which some time must come to 
sway the hearts of qll true men, And

We have looked at 
the cross, and-have seen in it-an em- 
blem of sorrow, and an emblem of 
shame. The world has looked at the 
cross of Jesus Christ, and they have 
said, ‘Behold a life which has fail- 
ed!” Looking back over the experi- 
ences of the past, looking out today 


over the forces that are in motion in | 


the life of the world, we are led to 
realise that the cross stands not for 
death but for life. 
grasp its significance if we can only 
say, “I am crucified with Christ.” Let 
us dwell on the richer truth. Let us 
dwell on the fact that the man who 
dies to self lives for Christ. The 
crucifixion is the means not of des- 
truction but of life. The man who 
has learned the lesson of sorrow has 
learned the lesson of joy.

NATURAL RESOURCES 
ARE. AWAITING 
‘DEVELOPMENT 


To Obtain Maximum Industrial De- 
velopment Cheap Raw Material fs 
Necessary and’ Government Is Now 

’ Carrying on ‘Extensive InveStigat- 
tions With This End:‘in View. 
Immediately after the Dominion of 

Canada acquired the North-West Ter- 
ritories from the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, they engaged engineers to ex- 
plore, the -newly acquired plains with 
la view of their economic possibilities. 
| Several of the explorers came by way 
‘of St. Paul across to Red River, 
‘others went to San Francisco, to Vic- 
toria, and then’ came across the 
Rocky Mountains. 
{ ports were published in three volumes 
and is known as the C.P.R. report.

‘of Alberta.

ijn Peace River was also shown, a8 
was the existence of coal in ‘arge 
areas; the possibility of oil devclop- 
ment, while gypsum and other miner- 
als too lengthy to enumerate were 
mentioned. 
| A great many engineers have ex- 
plored and confirmed the wonderful 
possibilities of the Province of Al- 
berta, which are now but awaiting 
their development. 

To obtain the maximum industrial 
‘development it has been stated that 
cheap raw material, cheap. power, a 
good market and labor are essential. 
The task of taking an inventory of 
Alberta’s raw material was intrusted 
to Professor Allen of Alberta  Uni- 
versity, who consolidated in one vol- 
ume all the geographical and other 
information which was scattered in 
over one hundred volumes. This book 
is still in the course of preparation, 
but will be published, it is said, 
shortly. 

The field for investigation was so 
vast, the information so scattered 
and men qualified to undertake to 
solve these problems very limited in 
number. However, it was decided 
that only the more pressing should 
be dealt with, these being, classifica- 
tion of Alberta coal; that a suitable 
furnace to burn the coal should be de- 
signed; that the cost of transporta- 
tion should be investigated; that the 
bossibility of the extraction of bitumen 
out of the tar and sand for pavement 
and for binder for the coal should be 
established; that a thorough investiga- 
tion of the extensive fields be made. 


PROVINCIAL SECRETARY TALKS 


In an address before the annual 
meeting of the Alberta Industrial De- 
j velopment Association held in Ed- 
;monton during the latter part of 
February, 1920, Hon. J. L. Cote, 
provincial secretary, said: 

“Who has not seen in history the 
great wars waged by Tacitus against 
the Germanic tribes for possession of 
Salt Springs, which are great sources 
yor wealth in Germany ‘today? This 
year we are trying to take posses- 
sion of the McMurray salt field with 
_Calyx cofl drill which was sent to 
Fort M¢Murray in order to ascertain 
the salt field. In the year 1919 the 
Northern Exploration company, who 
were prospecting for oil, reported 
that they had traversed a salt bed 150 
feet thick. Our drill was sent out 
last summer and has been placed 
about .one mile from the Northern 
Exploration Company’s hole. We have 
been delayed in our operation by the 
carrying out by flood of a bridge on 
_the A. & G. W., by the manufacturers 
in delaying supplying us with pieces 
of machinery and by ‘the unusually 
cold winter. If we are successful in 
locating a good substantial bed of 
rock salt it should add some raw ma- 
terial for manufacturing, as you are 
all aware that sodium is the base of 
the different by-products: 

Caustic Soda or Sodium Hydrate. 

Salt Ash or Sodium Carbonate, 

Salt Cake or Sodium Sulphate, 

Bleaching Powder or Chloride of 
Lime.

I am 
aware that the Dominion government 
has made explorations of the’ Sas- 
katchewan river in/.order to  ascer- 
tain whether the water could be 
stored and given an even flow for 
Saskatchewan in order to carry otr 
coal to Winnipeg. 


STATE AND UNIVERSITY 


“Dr. Tory, president of the univer- 
sity, was good enough to set- a room 
aside to start a museum of Alberta 
resources. We are also indebted to 
Dr. Tory for the formation of a spec- 
ial committee of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Researches 
for the Alberta coal with the majority 
of the members in Alberta. While the 
president of the university was in the 
east he visited, at our request, sever- 
al substations of the Scientific Re- 
searches of the United States, prin- 
cipally where coal and clays were in- 
In every case the univer- 
sities and the state enter into certain 
agreements, sharing the expense, and 
they work harmoniously to solve the 
different problems. Hence we will 
carry out our scientific work in the 
same manner, that is, the work. will 
be undertaken at the university. The 
government will furnish a chemical 
engineer and, together with the other 
scientific men who are already attach- 
ed to the university, they will be ina 
position to solve all the necessary 
problems. 

“We must prepare to be in a posi- 
tion to furnish the three western 
provinces with all their fuel, their fer- 
tilizers, their salt, and, with cheap 
power, many other manufactured 
articles.”

COAL SHORTAGE 
IS UNPRECEDENTED 


The coal shortage in eastern Cana- 
da is becoming more and more acute, 
and Montreal advices are to the 
effect that reserve stocks have _ be- 
come depleted. Manufacturers there, 
it is said, are facing an unprecedent- 
ed situation which has no parellel in 
the history of Canada. A circular 
has been issued for the guidance of 
the manufacturers asking that they 
and others within the area of Alber- 
ta should procure their supplies from 
that source so as to avoid overload- 
ing transportation. 

Coal operators in Alberta are keen- 
ly watching the situation, but they 
state that until the Railway Commis- 
sion sit here to discuss a preferential 
summer freight rate that they are 
unable to move in-the matter.  An- 
other feature is the adjustment of the 
new wage schedule. This, they say, 
will also have to be definitely settled 
before they can figure on prices. 

It is understood that the Railway 
Commission will be in Calgary this 
month. It is stated that the oper- 
ators are preparing a case in sup- 
port of their request, and they are in- 
clined to the belfef that the unprece- 
dented situation in the east will tend 
to ,consideralfly strengthen their ap- 
plication.

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It was the Christmas of 1914, and 
the fighting had been fairly severe 
when this incident happened.

Eve of 1914 it is stated that the Ger- 
mans lit up their front line with 
Chinese lanterns. Think of it, in 
spite of the tremendous import of 
the struggle, in this transaction, tin- 
sel eclipses the glory of gold. Chinese 
lanterns for once paled the deathless 
shining of the stars. At this point 
two British officers walked some way 
across No Man’s Land; hailed the 
enemy and demanded audience of an 
officer. The German sentries at first 
refused, ordering the officers to re- 
turn or duty bound they would be 
compelled to shoot. The English offi- 
cers parleyed witH the German sen- 
tries and even persisted in pursuing 
the journey across No Man’s Land 
right up to the barbed wire entangle- 
ments of the German trenches. Such 
is the persistency of the British bull- 
dog and here they again demanded an 
Officer. This perseverance won, and 
the sentries held fire while an officer 
was sent for. At length the officer 
arrived and the Englishmen made a 
one-day truce with them. So it came 
about that the next day (Christmas 
Day) was spent by the enemies in 
fraternising with each other. The ' 
two sides exchanged cigarettes and | 
even played football together. Such | 
is the love of life even when in the 
midst of death. After all it is still 
true, there comes no peace until tliere 
is reconciliation. So they found 
Christmas peace at least, even in time 
of war, with the truce of reconcili- 
ation. 

Of course this has happened before 
with enemies. It happened in South 
Africa between the Boers and _ the 
British.

Calgary market is looking a Httle 
uncertain towards the latter part of 
the week, but it has been very strong 
since last issue of “The Examiner” 
and straight loads have been bringing 
$16.76 and individuals of outstanding 
quality $17. Cows have been selling 
much stronger than a week ago and 
several] of the best ones made $16, 
but towards the close of the week’s 
business the buyers are not so keen 
and $13 to $15 took most of the good 
cows. Feeder buyers have been more 
active during the week and they are 
getting most of the common and medi- 
um steers at prices from $11.25 down 
to $10. Bulls have been selling well 
and choice ones made up to $10.75, 
but are now probably a quarter under 
that. Calves are very scarce. Ship- 
pers may look for a break in the beef 
prices any time. 

New record prices for fat. steers, 
heifers and calves were established 
by the packing-house buyers during 
the week, and the prices towards the 
last of this week show choice steers 
from $15 to $16.50; chojce heifers and 
cows have been good, and the top 
heifers will make up to $15, and the 
best cows are selling from $13 to 
$14. Shippers need not expect top 
prices on anything but the best, as 
buyers are getting fussy and the mar- 
ket may take a drop at any time. 
Bulls are quoted from $8 to $10; 
choice veal calves are selling from 
$18 down to $12. Edmonton yards 
have a plentifu! supply of stocker cat- 
tle, which will no doubt be attractive 
to farmers, now that spring work is 
well over and grass good. 

Hogs 

Wednesday there were a few hogs 
in the Calgary yards and the price 
was ‘from $22.60 to $22.75. Thursday’s 
receipts went over at $22.75 straight 
through. This morning there were 
also a few on hand and they sold at 
$22.25 to $22.50. Receipts still light 
but larger than previously. 

Prices during the week have been 
holding around $22.25 at Edmonton, 


but on Thursday the market was a

But for that strange stray shot the 
whole tragedy of Flanders’ might 
have ended sooner than it did. For 
who will dare to question whether 
that truce was not making friends of 
énemies; but then it seems that these 
were the fellows who understood each 
other most and best, while others in 
high places could not or would not 
understand each other. So others 
must needs suffer and die and share 
in the tragedy. of all misunderstand- 
ings. After all who will not agree 
that our strugglings and strivings are 
becoming less because we are learn- 
ing to fraternise more and thus under- 
stand each other better?

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FARMERS WANT = 
CONTINUATION OF 
WHEAT BOARD 


Executive of Canadian 
Agriculture Makes Request. 


Winnipeg, June 3.—Asserting that 
the Canadian wheat board cannot ex- 
ercise control over the 1920 crop un- 
less its authority is renewed at the 
present session of parliament, the 
executive committee of the Canadian 
council of agriculture last night tele- 
graphed the Dominion government 
urging that the necessary steps be 
taken to have government control of 
the wheat crop continued for at 
least another year. 

The resolution of the executive com- 
mittee, as forwarded ‘to Ottawa, re- 
calls a resolution of the council of 
agriculture adopted last January fav- 
oring government control of the wheat 
crop of 1920-21 provided that ‘‘con- 
trolled buying should be continued on 
the part of overseas importers of 
Canadian wheat,” points out that the 
conventions of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba organized farmers sub- 
sequently approved of this resolution, 
and asserts that “there is no indica- 
tion of the lifting of government con- 
trol of buying on the part of the coun- 
tries importing Canadian wheat so as 
to affect the marketing of the next 
crop.” 

The resolution then continues: 
“Whereas, the present Canadian 
wheat board exists under and in vir- 
tue of the provisions of the war meas- 
ures act, fortified by a special act of 
parliament and cannot exercise its 
powers over wheat grown in Canada 
in 1920 unless its existence is con 
tinued for another year by an act of 
parliament at the present session: 

“Therefore the executive committee 
of the Canadian council of agriculture 
would strongly urge the government, 
before the prorogation of the present 
session of parliament, to take the 
necessary steps to have the powers of 
the Canadian wheat board continued 
at least for another year.” 

Winnipeg, June 3—Many rumors 
were heard around the grain exchange 
Wednesday in regard to the control of 
coarse grains by the government as 
well as wheat.

RED DEER IGNORED 


The road running west to Sylvan 
Lake is in a deplorable condition. 
Culverts are washed out, mudholes 
are numerous, and some parts are 
iu the roughest kind of state. This 
is an ‘‘A”’ government road, and as 
such is entitled to the best kind of 
treatment by the government, who 
guarantee to keep it in repair and 
pay three-fourths of the cost of do- 
ing so. This constituency, when 
represented by Mr. Michener, re- 
ceived some pretty cool treatment 
from the government, and when a 
Liberal was elected we were promis- 
ed all sorts of things. But, as a 
matter of fact, we believe we are 
getting more scurvy treatment with 
a government member than when 
we returned a member to the oppo- 
sition benches. The overseers, who 
are paid to attend to our roads, can- 
not apparently get over the idea to 
ignore Red Deer. The road running 
east was marked an ‘‘A”’ road on 
the government maps, and then 
was only allowed to be in class 
‘‘B.” The government pay three- 
fourths of cost of repairing class 
‘‘A” roads, and only one-fourth of 
cost of repairing class ‘‘B” roads, so 


there is a difference—and they have 
to keep the former in repair. Then 
we were promised a bridge, but that, 
like other promises, seem to end in 
promises, while citizens of this dis- 
trict are suffering from the worst 
kind of inconvenience. It is high 
time something was done or the 
citizens of the city should know the 
reason why. 


SSS 
DANGERS OF PROFITEERING 


Profiteering as it has been experi- 
enced throughout the world for the 
last few years cannot always be suf- 
fered. There must be an end to ft. 
The extraordinary markets and the 
large issues of credit that have been 
exploited by the grasping will not 
always be at their service. Profiteer- 
ing is a present hardship to the mass 
of the people, and it is a grave danger 
to a community. After a people has 
gone through the war and has borne 
the hard trial of this long profiteering 
campaign, it ought not to be exposed 
to the danger of.a breakdown in busi- 
ness. Action and reaction are equal 
and opposite. An abnormally high 
and exceptionally profitable level of 
prices sustained for a time tends to 
be succeeded by a period of depressed 
prices, reduced production, lowered 
wages and lessened employment. Un- 
fortunately it seems easier to main- 
tain exorbitant prices than it is to 
lift trade out of the depths of depres- 
sion once it has fallen thereinto. 
Whether prices are greatly buoyed 
up or sunk low, the mass of the peo- 
ple get the worst of it. They get it 
both going and coming. The people 
never fare so well as when prices and 
profits are moderate. 

Profiteering is dangerous, says the 
Toronto Mail and Empire, for the 
community in another way. It fos- 
ters the spirit of speculation. People 
are lured on by the great earnings 
of industrial enterprise to invest 
their money in the securities of com- 
panies carrying on these enterprises. 
They consider the stocks of such 
companies certain to advance to still 
higher points. than those already 
reached, and by their free buying 6f 
those stecks they bid them up and 
thus further deceive themselves with 
the prospects of gain. When the 
orgy of profiteering comes to an end 
there is almost certain to be a col- 
lapse in the market ‘values of secur- 
ities that have been favored by the 
speculators. Such. a collapse would 
not only be ruinous for speculators, 
but it would be hurtful to the country 
as a whole, inasmuch as it would hur-

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TWO GOOD REASONS.

One of Canada’s greatest sources 
of wealth is her fisheries, and you 
help develop the industry by eating 
fish, and: also help to put Canada in a 
better financial position. 

Probably you are not aware 
little fish Canadian people use. 

Great Britain is one of the great- 
est fish consuming countries in the 
world. During 1918 she had a_ per 
capita _ consumption of 58 pounds, 
and in 1919, it is believed, this was 
increased to 60 pounds. This means 
that each individual consumed at the 
rate of more than one pound per 
week. 

In the United States last year it is 
estimated by officials at Washington 
the per capita consumption was 19 
pounds. Although little reliance can 
be placed on this estimate, there is 
no doubt but that the local consump- 
tion in the United States has in- 
creased greatly in recent years. 

A few years ago the per capita con- 
sumption in Canada per annum was a 
matter of ounces. Through the com- 
bined efforts of the Canada Food 
Board and the Fisheries Branch, it is 
estimated that the local consumption 
at one time reached a point equal to 
45 pounds per capita. During 1919 it 
is estimated the per capita consump- 
tion was somewhere between 23 and 
25 pounds per annum. 

Canada is one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, fish producing coun- 
tries of the world. -Why have our 
people so little faith in fish?

paper prices. 

For the third quarter of 1920, which 
commences July 1 next, the new prices 
will be 5% cents a puund, mill, which 
is equivalent to, $110 per ton. For the 
fourth quarter of 1920 which commen- 
ces October 1 next, the new price will 
be 6% cents a pound, mill, which is 
equivalent to $130 a ton. -

TROOPS ON DUTY 
~ TNIRELAND 


Dublin, June 6.—A few more vac- 
ant police barracks were burned over 
the week end. John Blake, a land 
“owner, was shot from behind a hedge 
and seriously wounded at Tham, 19 
- miles northeast of Galway, while on 
his way to church. A military police 
, Patrol on bicycles. was ambushed and 
;surrounded near the village of 
Carrigto-Hill, County Cork, this morn- 
ing? The policemen were compelled 
to surrender thefr arms. 

Oakburr House, at Macroom, county 
Cork, the property and former home 
of the Bowen-Colthurst family, was 
.burned Saturday. - 

The court house at Firmount, coun- 
ty Cork, was wrecked Friday night. 
The police barracks at ~ Kilmurray, 
county Clare, was burned. 


Dublin, June 6.—Although informa: 
tion regarding the number of troops 
in Ireland is- refused by the authori- 
ties, careful esfimates placed the 
present number at more than _ sixty 
thousand, which is being increased 
daily. The troops ‘come from all 
parts of England and latterly the 
government has evinced a desire to 
send seasoned men instead of raw 
recruits. 

The declared..purpose of the mili- 
tary precautions is to preserve order 
and protect the police, and the chief 
quality cultivated is mobility. The 
idea is that police barracks should be 
kept in immediate touch with military 
support. 

Some of the barracks now’ have 
wireless installations, and a new 
form of rocket recently has been sup- 
plied. The rocket attracts the atten- 
tion for miles. The new plan has in 
some cases secured the prompt ar- 
rival of soldiers and _ religf for 
threatened police. 


PATROLLING BY MILITARY 


Patrolling at night is mainly done 
at present by the military, who hold 
up people and cross-examine. them 
regarding their business. The most 
remote Irish roads are now familiar 
with military lorries, and armored 
cars and tanks, though never yet in 
active action, are often sent through 
town streets as a ‘demonstration of 
power. Cavalry frequently is seen 
on map drill, studying the topography 
of certain districts. Fhe importation 
of sixty pounders and garrison aartil- 
lery, previously hardly known in Ire- 
land, is taken here to point to more 
than police work. A leading officer 
at general- headquarters, in  conver- 
sation Saturday, said the situation 
was more serious than generally sup- 
posed. There is constant apprehen- 
sion of the landing of arms for the re- 
publican elements from abroad, and 
it is considered significant that troops 
have been stationed at places near 
the coast... ; : 


MARTIAL LAW CONTEMPLATED 


Application of martial law is said 
to be in contemplation but mainly as 
a demonstration of the government's 
determination since all its effective 
powers already are available. Exten- 
sion of the “curfew” order through- 
out the country is considered probable. 

Most of the attacks by raiders are 
carried out at night, and it is believ- 


be prevented or followed up more 
easily, if, as in Dublin, every person 
out at night were liable to arrest.

ALBERTA HIGHWAYS. 
TO BE IMPROVED 
DURING SUMMER 


Work is about to begin on _ the 
main highways improvement pro- 
gramme of the department of public 
works. The intention is to put con- 
siderable mileage of main roads 
throughout the province in shape to 
qualify for the federal highways 
grant, which means that the roads 
will be built up to a specified stan- 
dard and as nearly permanent as the 
character of Alberta soils and road- 
building material will permit. 

Edmonton to the _ international 
boundary at Coutts will be one of the 
pieces of road thus to be improved. 
Other roads east and west of both Ed- 
!monton and Calgary will also be 
; taken up during the season, the pro- 
| gramme being limited chiefly by the 
labor situation. 

Some of the road crews have al- 
ready made a start in the south, but 
dt is mot expected, according to Hon. 
A. J. McLean, that a full force will 
be available until the farmers are 
done with their seeding. Employ- 
ment will be given during the sum- 
mer to 300 inen or more, if that num- 
ber can be secured, and the purpose 
is to give the work to loca! farmers 
30 far as possible. 

A considerable part of the work, 
as the minister outlines it, will con- 
sist of grading and draining. The 
roads in many places are greatly in 
need of better drainage, and this will 
‘be one of the points emphasized in 
‘the highways improvement pro- 
gramme agreed upon between the 
province and the federal authorities. 
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GETS COLD- SHE ALWAYS 


In order to speed up on, the con- 
struction of equipment required for; 
the rapidly expaiding traffic on tho; 
Canadian Pacific Railway, large ex- 
tensions are being made at the Angus) 
Shops in Montreal, which are already 
the most 
sive of their kind on this. Continent. 
These extensions will cover a quar- 
ter of a million square feet and are 
expected to cost approximately a 
million dollars. The largest addi- 
tion will be made to the passenger 
car shops, amounting to 71,000 square 
feet, while over 58,000 square feet 
will be added to the locomotive 
shops, and 42,400 to the freight car 
shops. The following are the de- 
tailed particulars of the extensions : 

Locomotive Shop.—The extensions 
to the Locomotive Shop will consist 
of an addition st each end of the 
present shop to give an additional 
floor area of 58,000 square feet, The 
construction will be steel frame, con- 
crete foundation, brick walls, Mastic 
floor will be placed on the west end 
extension and wood bleck floor on 
concrete in the east end extension. 
The cast shop extension is to be used 
as a running shed, und for this rea- 
son pits with mill type smoke jacks 
will be installed. 
lights will be.constructed-in wood as 
metal has been found to deteriorate 
very rapidly, and for the same rea- 
son mill type ventilators will be 
used throughout this shop. 

Freight Car Shop.—Consists of an 
extension to the present building at 
the west end, 106 feet wide by 400 
feet long, giving an additional floor 
area of 42,400 square feet. The 
construction will be steel frame, ¢on- 
crete foundation, brick wall, wood 
floor and roof similar. .to present 
building... 

Pattern Storage.— This shop will 
be extended at the west end 75 feet, 
and will be 50 feet in width, and is a 
three-floor fireproof building. The 
construction will.be stee] frame, con- 
crete foundation, brick walls, steel 
sash, concrete roof and floors. 

Passenger Car Shops.—Consists of 
an extension of 102 feet by 161 feet 
between Shops 2 and 4, and 137 feet 
by 161 feet between Shops 1 and 3; 
and 137 by 239 feet east end exten- 
sion of shop three, giving a total in- 
creased area of 71,000 square feet. 
The construction will be concrete 
foundation, brick walls, mill type 
roo’, concrete and mastic floors.

CROP AND LIVE STOCK 
REPORT 


Edmonton, June 1st, 1920. 

The crop situation over the past 
fortnightly period is marked by two 
outstanding features—favorable mois- 
ture conditions throughout the prov- 
ince and rapid progress towards .the 
completion of seeding. Light showers 
| have kept the under supply of mois- 
ture moving up to the roots of the 
crop but not heavy enough to check 
seeding. Horses and machine power 
are proving about adequate to needs.’ 
Good labor is rather scarte.. The 
reduction in total crop area is almost 
negligible, subject to possible reduc- 
tion in ripe grain and larger supply 
of green feed on account of lateness 
of season. Wheat acreage is Teduced 
ten per cent. for the province, oat 
and: barley acreage~ increased in 
Seuthern Alberta but not much in. 
crease in centre and north. ‘ 

Regular wheat seeding completed a 
week ago, except for small belated 
areas... Oats and barley sixty per 
cent. completed in Southern Alberta 
but only thirty per cent. in Peace 
River country. Progress of crop not 
yet rapid on account of cool weather, 
but wheat is nearly all through, and 
well rooted rye is excellent. The 
general lateness of the season andhigh 
winds over a small area are the only 
limiting conditions to good results. 
Some soil blowing has occurred at 
certain points in the south, but pros- 
pects have improved since last report 
and on the whole excellent. 

Grass on the prairie is-the best in 
years. Stock losses are over. Loose 
horse stock already considerably im- 
proved and cattle stock beginning to 
fill. Sheep ere doing well, but the 
lamb crop is not heavy. Pig stock is 
in the worst situation of any. Over 
sixty per cent. of sows that should 
litter this spring were sent to the 
packing plants last fall. The pork 
output this year promises to be light.

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THE CEDARS OF LEBANON. 


There are only about four hundred 
The 
Maronite peasants almost worship 
them and call them “the Cedars of 
the Lord,” and a recent governor of 
the Lebanon surrounded them by a 
great wall, so that the young shoots 
might not be injured by roving  ani- 
mals.- Yet, century by century, their 
number grow less. 

But the few remaining are of royal 
blood. They are not the largest of 
trees, though some of the trunks meas- 
urevover forty feet around. Their 
beauty lies in the wide-spreading 
limbs, which often covers a circle two 
or three hundred feet in circumfer- 
ence. Some are tall and symmetrical 
with beautiful horizontal branches. 
Others are gnarled and knotted with 
inviting seats in the great forks, and 
charming beds on the thick foliage of 
the swinging boughs. The wood has 
a sweet odor, is very hard, and sel- 
dom decays. 

The vitality of the cedar is remark- 
able. A dead tree is never seen, ex: 
cept when lightning or the axe has 
been at work. 

Often a great bough of one 
has grown into a neighbor, and the 
two are so bound in together that 
it is impossible to say which is the 
parent and which is the offspring.

FOR. GOVERNMENT 


H. O. Wright, Battleford, and J. A.

Government. 


Ottawa, June 2.—By 120 votes to 
94 the Fielding amendment to the 
budget speech was defeated in the 
commons at 6.30 this morning. The 
house had waited throughout the 
night and the early morning hours for 
the result of the vote, and when the 
division bells rang, there was a gen, 
eral flocking of members to the cham- 
ber. When the vote was announced 
cheers arose from the government 
benches. The government, ,majority 
on the vote was 26. H. O. Wright, 
Battleford, and J. A. Campbell, Nel- 
son, Man., former government sup- 
porters, voted for the Fielding amend- 
ment. W. A. Buchanan, Lethbridge, 
who had announced his intention of 
opposing the government tariff pro- 
posals, was not in the chamber when 
the vote was teken, but was paired 
with Dr. J. W. Edwards, Frontenac. 


. GREAT INTEREST SHOWN 


Not only the members of the house, 
but also many visitors, who came to 
the galleries early Tuesday evening 
to hear the detate, remained to get 
firsthand information on the result 
of the division. Nearly a score of 
ladies who had occupied seats in the 
members’ gallery during the whole 
evening session, remained for the 
taking of the vote. 

During the long hours of the night 
and morning session, while speaker 
after speaker added his weight to 
the argument on one side or the 
other, a lonely and bewildered _ bat, 
which somehow had gained entrance 
to the caamber, flew over the heads 
of the members, and at times flew 
so low over the heads of the ladies 
in the galleries that papers and fans 
were waved to repel the unwelcome 
visitor. 

While the division bells were ring- 
ing, and while the members waited 
for the taking of the vote, songs 
arose from the benches on either 
side of the chamber. The French 
members were to the fore with their 
folk songs, in which a number of 
government supporters joined at tim- 
es, and good natured chaff prevailed 
between members of eithor side as 
one or another of the members took 
his seat, coming from his room, or 
from the caucus rooms. 


DEBATE SHUT OFF 


At 5..40 this morning, as A. L. De- 
saulniers arose to address the house 
in French, the lights in the chamber 
were extinguished for a few seconds. 
There was sufficient daylight to con- 
tinue the debate, and Mr. Desaul- 
niers attempted to proceed amid cries 
of “question.” 

The lighting was soon flashed on 
again, and the cries dying down, Mr. 
Desaulniers proceeded with his 
speech. 

The house adjourned at 6.35, the 

original motion to go into committee 
of ways and means carrying by the 
majority of 26. 
Sir Rebert Borden announced that 
later in the day the house would 
take up the Opium and Narcotic 
Drug Act, Admiralty Act, Employ- 
ment Offices Co-ordination Act, Can- 
ada Shipping Act, Placer Mining Act 
and the Northwest Game Act. The 
house adjourned until 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

H. A. Mackie, Edmonton, who had 
voted for the Fielding amendment, 
rose again when the “nays” were 
called, and stated that he had pre- 
viously voted in error.

UNABLE TO CANVASS 


The western farmers who stood by

One reason is his inability to 
speak French, which makes it impos- 
sible for him to meet and canvass the 
people of Quebec. 

It was observed that neither Ern- 
est Lapointe nor Hon. Jacques Bureau 
took any part in the budget debate.

Sir Lomer is looking for a big inflow 
of capital into Quebec for industrial 
development, and views with a dis- 
trustful eye any movement toward 
free trade. 


ALL FOUND THEIR FEET 


The three parties in the house all 
found their feet more or less in the 
debate. Government supporters as a 
rule came out for protection. Hon. 
T. A. Crerar, the leader of the 
Farmers’ party, boldly stated that he 
wanted the protective principle elim- 
inated from the tariff. The Liberals 
who were somewhat divided among 
themselves showed a tendency to get 
in the middle of the road and accuse H 
the Unionists and Farmers of being 
extremists. On an issue between pro- 
tection and free trade the govern- 
ment would carry the next . election 
bill. It is the people who make the 
issue and not the politicians. The 
luxury tax is proving unpopular, and 
the government may be opposed on 
other grounds by people who ordinar- 
ily would support it on the tariff 
question. 


WANT THE NAME KEPT 


A prominent Conservative Union- 
ist stated tonight that unless the 
Unionist caucus soon to be addressed 
by Sir Robert Borden, kept the Con- 
servative name, the Conservative or- 
ganization and the Conservative prin- 
ciple of protection, that the fate of 
the Unionist party would be sealed. 
There would be, he said, a revival of 
the old Conservative party and the PHONE 25 
government would be between two fir- 
es, not to mention the very lively 
back fire the Farmers have -started. 
But the whole situation is more or less 
misty. The Farmers’ movement has 
practically forced the Liberal party 
into a reserve east of the Ottawa 
river, and it may seriously disturb the 
sleep of the Conservatives and Union- 
ists in the province of Ontario. On 
the budget the government had the 
advantage of taking an affirmative 
position and they have come through 
with a good working majority. The 
next step probably will be to streng- 
then the cabinet by promoting some 
members of the house to portfolios. 
It would be dangerous to appoint 
outsiders because the government 
cannot afford to lose many more bye- 
elections. -
